During operation paint material which has been pumped and stored in the vessel will be 
pressed into the roller head. Compared to the existing paint rollers, this helps to paint more evenly and to 
prevent from dripping so that the paint material will be saved. It is easy to operate and can be widely used 
in paint works in hotels, hospitals, large warehouses and so on.
